2005 ATLANTIC BLUEFISH SPECIFICATIONS

Dear Atlantic Bluefish Permit Holder:

This letter announces the Atlantic bluefish specifications for the fishing year 2005, including
coastwide and state quotas, and the recreational possession limit. For 2005, the bluefish total
allowable landings (TAL) are 30.853 million Ib. After deducting the research set-aside of
297,750 Ib, the commercial quota for 2005 is 10.398 million Ib and the recreational harvest limit
is 20.157 million Ib. The individual state commercial quota allocations are shown in Attachment
1, and are based on the percentages specified in the Atlantic Bluefish Fishery Management Plan.
There is a 15-fish per person recreational possession limit in 2005, the same as in 2004.

This letter does not contain all the regulatory provisions that pertain to the bluefish fishery, and
consequently, has no legal force or effect. A copy of the regulations can be obtained through a
link to the Office of the Federal Register at the NOAA Fisheries Services’ Northeast Regional
Office website: http://www.nero.noaa.gov.
